Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 


Reasons for excisions: 

One excision is required to remove part of a scene presenting the rape of a woman in a manner 
which is gratuitous, and which sexualises the woman's distress and the brutality of her attack. 

Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled Contraband is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

Contraband is a re-release of a film dating from 1980, now in DVD format. Made in Italy, and 
dubbed into English, the publication appears dated, and presents a story about the mafia criminal 
world. 

The publication is likely to be injurious to the public good due to a depiction of sexual violence 
which presents the woman's fear, and the act of rape, as a source of gratuitous and titillating 
entertainment. While the publication is largely unrealistic in its presentation of violence, the 
depiction of sexual violence appears quite realistic, with the woman's evident fear and pain, and the 
men's brutality, being focused on. The woman's nudity and her rape are also strongly sexualised 
through the manner of filming, and the camera focus. 

An excision was offered to the distributor of this publication to remove the scene, however in this 
instance, the distributor did not agree to the cuts. The publication is therefore classified as 
objectionable. 

The criteria applied by the Classification Office resulting in the limit on the availability of this 
publication are prescribed bylaw. As discussed above, the publication is considered to depict 
sexual violence in such a manner as to render the publication objectionable. This classification 
represents the minimum interference with freedom of expression that is consistent with preventing 
likely injury to the public good. 
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
